GENERAL MILES AND A WORLD COURT. 


Lieutenant General Nelson A. Miles, who is in Cali- 


fornia at the present time, has a brilliant record as a 
successful fighter and a commanding officer. 
He par- 


ticipated actively in two great wars and was one of 
the best Tnffian fighters this country has produced. If 
anybody knows the meaning of war and its cost in a 
moral, physical and financial way, General Miles ought 


: to be that man 
His intimate knowledge of warfare 


and its dreadful waste leads him to feel that no pains 
should be spared to rid the world of ivar in the future. 


Genera! Miles believes in the establishment of an In- 


ternational Court of Justice, in which disputes among 
the nations may be adjudicated just as cases in this 
country may be settled by. the Supreme Court of the 
United States. This idea is not a new one. It has 
been running in the minds of many people for many 
years and has found expression in the organization of 
a number of societies and associations which have for 
their object the creation of public opinion throughout 
the world favorable to the establishment of ju«t such a 
court as General Miles has in mind. The significance 
of General Miles' adhesion to this plan is, that he is a 
highly trained and successful military man and repre- 
sents the profession of arms. 


Last week there was a great World Court Congress in 


Cleveland, Ohio, which brought together many men — 
some of them important and some of them not important ; 
some of them seeking notoriety and some seeking the 
good of mankind. It is the weakness of these move- 
ments, when they reach the phase of formal organization. 
that they bring to the surface so many men who - are 


for places in the new cabinet, are strong, experienced 
and able men who ought to bring strength and wisdom 
to any ministry of which they form a part. It seems to 
us the British government will very much improve its 
position at home by bringing these men into active pub- 
lic life again. 


London cablegrams convey the intelligence that Sir Ed- 


ward Speyer has asked to be divested of his English title 
for the reason that he has been subjected to persistent 
and often malicious criticism and attack in the English 
press and at the hands of individuals because of his Ger- 
man birth. Sir Edward Speyer is the English head of one 
of the greatest international banking houses in the world. 
It was founded by his grandfather in Franfcfort-on-the- 
Main, where the German branch of the firm is still main- 
tained. The American house is that of Speyer & Co., at 
the head of which is a distinguished financier and. phil- 
anthropist, James Speyer. Sitr Edward Speyer is not only 
a baronet, but he was also a member of the Privy Council. 
He has given up the latter distinction and now wants to 
surrender his title, but has been informed that he cannot 
do so. In England, "once a baronet, always a baronet," is 
the rule. He may cease to call himself a baronet, but he 
still remains one. and if he had any sons, the eldest would 
succeed to the title. The plight of Sir Edward Speyer is 
one of the misfortunes of war. He is an upright, useful 
and honorable member of society and is a loyal British 
subject and no doubt he has contributed more to his coun- 
try than many of his detractors. 
It is only natural that 


he should have a sympathtic feeling for some of the Ger- 
mans, because he has many friends and relatives in that 
country who have been sorely stricken during the progress 
of the war. But he is too much of a man to allow his 
prjvate griefs to warp his sense of loyalty or swerve 
h''m from the path of patriotic duty. 


The British have made, in the face of stout opposi- 


tion, a substantial advance along the line which they 
have been holding in Northern France. They have 
driven the Germans back for more than a mile at the 
point of the bayonet. The British soldiers seem to be 
particularly effective in bayonet charges and the foe has 
seldom been able to withstand them. In the Dardanelles 
progress -is reported, though headway is made very 
slowly. Combined German and Turkish forces strongly 
entrenched in permanent fortifications are
